The 1980-81 holiday ski, week was a 
good one but not a record breaker.

that ski resort, restaurant and motel - 


managers were referring to. 

marginal (4 a) close to the lower limit 
of qualification, acceptability, or 
function. (b) having a character or 
capacity fitted to yield a supply of goods 
which when marketed at existing price 
levels will barely cover. the cost of 
production. 

Economists have predicted that in 
1981 the marginal stores will be weeded 
out faster than in the past just as top 
retailers will no longer go along with 


a losing store for two or three years. 
They're just too much of a drain. 


And it is the consensus of many local 
businessmen that the marginal skier is 
caught in the downstate drain. It may 
not be as exciting to ski at home, but the 
price of lodging, transportation and 
recreation in the north may be too much 
for him. 


Hardcore skiers, families and a few 
local skiers are the ones who are still in 
the lift lines, not the occasional winter 
visitor on skis. 


Bars and restaurants report that their 
customers this winter are spending a lot 
and leaving healthy tips on the table. 
One restaurateur noted that over 25 
percent of the tabs during the holiday 
season were paid for with bank cards. 

‘‘'] don’t know exactly what that 
means,’’ he said. ‘‘But we’ve never had

that many. And we have had an 
excellent season.’’ 

So it’s the fringe {an economic as 
opposed to a pejorative interpretation) 
skier who is staying home to wax 
cross-country skis or file downhill 
edges. And even though those people 
may not be big spenders they may mean 
a tighter belt for many local businesses. 

Kjell Johansson, manager of the 
Weathervane Terrace Motel in Charle- 
voix, is concerned about the slowdown. 
He maintains that the lack of coordinat- 
ed advertising by this area as a whole is 
not helping to alleviate the problem. 

‘“We should be promoting the entire

area to people in the downstate metro- 
politan areas,’’ says Johansson. ‘*Mid- 
week traffic is slow and our weekend 
lodgers are staying for a shorter period 
of time.’ 

We residents of soetilces Michigan 
live in a winter recreation mecca. We 
don't need to be reminded of what this 
area has to offer. But downstaters 
should be reminded and coaxed by 
aggressive promotion to enjoy our 
winter wonderland. 

A marginal attempt to lure the city 
dweller will produce marginal results.

A myth: education ends at adulthood

At that point—the myth has said—~ 
education ends. What remains in life is 
the polishing of skills, except for a few 
individuals who keep on inquiring and 
are the wise women and medicine men 
of today. 

This pattern strongly suggests that as 


far as education goes, when the body 


stops growing, so does the mind. No 
one can really agree with the only other 
implication, that there is only so much 
that is worth knowing! 

So someone coined a phrase: You 
can’t teach an old dog new tricks.. 

Is it possible he meant an old dog may 
be unwilling to learn new tricks? 

It seems pretty clear the main reason 
we adults settle comfortably into the old 
myth is that nobody is in the position of 
making us continue to study. 

We are duty-bound to compel the 
children—and sometimes with oh what 
difficulty—but there’s no gne to compel 
us. 

Besides we have 10 good excuses. 

The last excuse will be considered 
first because it has the most validity. It 
is: Going for more education is full of 
difficulties. 

And that’s right! For example, how 
shall we get toa class? A long drive on a 


wintry night after # léng day? Santon 
Two-week all-day courses offeredyg the 
summertime which include with study, 
recreation, baby-sitting, even housing, 


-Some colleges are doing this for ‘adult 


education. Wouldn’t it be great to get a 
high school diploma the same way?

Another difficulty: How do we know 
what to study? Solution: education 
offices always have someone to answer 
questions.

Lastly, why don’t we just educate 
ourselves? Good idea, except for one 
thing. People who do, wind up intensi- 
fying their own points of view and also 
not developing their methods of under- 
standing. It usually takes a teacher to 
get them out of their ruts, to at least see 
different perspectives in both what and 
how they study. Liberal education 
means climbing out of ruts and getting 
the view.
